Gen. Minh said the air force 


is loyal to Thieu. Former 
Premier Nguyen Cao Ky, a 
former commander of the air 
force and one of the leaders of 
the political forces in Saigon 
demanding that Thieu step 
down, denied that he was in- 
volved in the attack. 


Other non-Communist op- 


position leaders dented any in- 
volvement in an attempted 
coup. 


Two people were reported 


killed and three wounded in the 
attack. The government or- 
dered a 24-hour curfew in 
Saigon but lifted it in midafter- 
noon after six hours. The city 
normally is under curfew from 
9 p.m. to 6 a.m. each night. 


Meanwhile, heavy Viet Cong 


and North Vietnamese attacks 
were reported east and west of 
Saigon. The closest attack was 
20 miles to the east, on the Long 
Thanh armored school where 
five soldiers were killed and 28 
wounded, the Saigon command 
said. 


Forty-five miles to the east of 


Saigon a government infantry 
position repulsed an attack 
killing nine Viet Cong and los- 
ing two government soldiers. 


In the Mekong Delta, a 


thousand-round barrage hit a 
base camp near Moc Hoa, a 
provincial capital 50 miles west 
of Saigon.

At- 
tacks also were reported on 
Tuyen Binh, a district town in 
the area, and the government

^Unwillingness To Resign 


{-'An his 36 years on the Supreme Court 
* bench, Justice William 0. Douglas has 
'gained a reputation as a liberal and as 
-a: non-conformist. He has also come to 
'beknown for his energy and feistiness. 
So it was not altogether out of 
.-character when on March 19, to his 
• doctors' surprise, the 76-year-old jus- 
- tice checked out of Walter Reed Army 
Hospital. He had been convalescing 
there since suffering a stroke on New 
Year's Eve. 


The ordeal left its mark. After a 


news conference March 25, one 
veteran newsman noted: "To reporters 
who had known him before the stroke, 
the Justice appeared for the first time 
as a frail and fragile old man, his voice 
thin and uncertain, his left arm hang- 
ing useless at his side, most of the once 
remarkable vigor of the outdoorsman 
drained away." 


Physical frailty, of course, need not 


affect Douglas's ability to serve on the 
liench. Justices are appointed for life, 
and although a few have resigned 
when persuaded to do so by their 
colleagues, most hang on to the bitter 
end. Hugo L. Black resigned just one 
week before his death in September 
.1971; John Marshall Harlan resigned 
in the same month and died before the 
end of that year. 


In particular, Supreme Court jus- 


tices have been known to stay on the 
bench until their successor could be 
named by a President of their own 
party. Justice Douglas has denied this 
suggestion in his own case, saying: 
."That's not a factor in any of my cal- 
culations." But when it comes to the 
appointment of judges to the federal 
bench, even at the highest level, poli- 
tics inevitably enters the question. 


It would not be surprising if one 


personal factor entered Douglas's cal- 
culations, and served to increase his 
tenacity: the fact that it was Gerald R. 
Ford who in 1970 moved to impeach 
him. Launching a broadside aimed at 
knocking Douglas off the bench, House 
majority Leader Ford spoke of "the 
insolence by which Mr. Justice 
Douglas has evidently decided to sully, 
the high standards of his profession 
and defy the conventions and convic- 
tions of decent Americans...he does 
not give a tinker's damn what we think 
of him and his behavior on the bench."

The veil of secrecy that kept the 


public ignorant of the true state of 
Roosevelt's health also has been lift- 
ed. In an exhaustive new book called 
"FDR's Last Year," Jim Bishop 
writes that Roosevelt was a dying 
man even before his election to a 
fourth term in 1944. The morticians 
who treated his body found that his 
blood vessels were so ravaged by 
arteriosclerosis that he could not be 
embalmed properly. 


"To the man who had drafted the 


grand design of 12 years, the man 
who was planning the peace while 
awaiting the victory — if he had been 
permitted a last thought after mur- 
muring, 'I have a terrific headache' 
— such a man must depart in bitter- 
ness," Bishop wrote. "He would feel 
cheated. The most powerful man in 
the most powerful nation in all his- 
tory was destined to slump in his own 
prison, his wheelchair, and expire 
inside a body he had'not trusted since 
he was afflicted (with polio) at Cam- 
pobello." 


Possibly so. But this is not the man

bold assurance that “ The only thing 
we hav e to fear is fear itself.” The 12 
years he serv ed as President were a 
tin« to unrem itting crisis for the 
nation, as the challenge of the Great 
Depression gav e way to that of World 
War II. When Roosev elt died 30 years 
ago in Warm Springs, Ga. — on April 
12, 19 45 — he was mourned as 
perhaps no other President sav e 
Abraham Lincoln. 
It has since become ev ident that the 
“ Happy Warrior” image was largely 
a contriv ance. Book s such as Joseph 
P. Lash’s “ Eleanor and Frank lin” 
hav e rev ealed FDR’s long romantic 
attachment to Lucy Mercer Ruther- 
furd and his consequent estrangement 
from his wife. Indeed, it is now 
k nown that Mrs. Rutherfurd was at 
Roosev elt’s side in Warm Springs 
when he clutched his forehead, said 
“ I hav e a terrific headache” and 
lapsed into his fatal coma. 
The v eil of secrecy that k ept the 
public ignorant of the true state of 
Roosev elt’s health also has been llft- 
(Ki. In an exhaustiv e new book called 
“ FDR’s Last Y ear,” Jim Bishop 
MTites that Roosev elt was a dying 
man ev en before his election to a 
fourth term in 19 44. The morticians 
who treated his body found that his 
blood v essels were so rav aged by 
arteriosclerosis that he could not be 
embalmed properly. 
“To the man who had drafted the 
grand design of 12 years, the man 
who was planning the peace while 
awaiting the v ictory — if he had been 
Iiemiitted a last thought after m ur­ 
muring, ‘I hav e a terrific headache’ 
— such a man must depart in bitter­ 
ness,” Bishop wrote. “ He would feel 
cheated. The most powerful man in 
the most powerful nation in all his­ 
tory was destined to slump in his own 
prison, his wheelchair, and expire 
inside a body he had not trusted since 
he was afflicted (with polio) at Cam- 
pobello.” 

But this is not the man 
that millions of Americans

D. 
Roosev elt will always be the smiling 
I ^ id e n t with the upthrust jaw. the 
consummate politician who inspired 
bands to play “ Happy Days Are Here 
Again” and had ev eryone except Tom 
Dewey and Alf Landon believ ing it 
wa s true.

minority. NATO forces should 
occupy the country for a finite 
period, say M days, with the 
announced intention of holding 
genuine democratic elections 
and then withdrawing. 


If a sufficient number of NA­ 
TO troofKi mov ed into Portugal, 
there would be little chance of 
rt*sislance and therefore few 
casualties. The 80-90 per cent of 
the Portuguese people who are 
not Communists and do not wish 
to be communized would cer­ 
tainly welcome the chance to 
regain their political rights. In 
all probability, the election 
would produce a moderate v ic­ 
tory. iierhaps by a large mar­ 
gin. 
Pirtugal now stands precisely 
at that tw llight stage as between 
the Reichstag fire of February 
27,19 33, and the definitiv e Nazi 
tak eov er — they called it 
“coordination” — a few months 
later.

The Por­ 
tugués Azores are a v ital stop 
for ar^ airlift to the Mideast or 
to southern Europe, and they 
are also an important link in the 
U.S. anti-submarine network in 
the Atlantic. A Communist 
regime in Lisbon would proba­ 
bly mean Sov iet bases in the 
A/nres and on Madeira — and 
an enormous shift Westward of 
Sov iet strategic power. The ef­ 
fect (m the baliuice of forces in 
the Middle E^ast windd be dras­ 
tic. 
The Sov iet Union could do lit­ 
tle to block NATO mov es in 
Portugal, since it has no com- 
nion border with that country. 
The Sov iets would merely be 
eloquent in that longest running 
off-Broadway show, the U.N.

Growing Own Vegetables 
Takes On Great Appeal 


By GAYNOR MADDOX 


With rising food costs, the 


idea of growing vegetables in 
your own garden takes on great 
appeal. 


It is alluring to think of 


vegetables growing before our 
eyes or vegetables we can eat at 
the peak of ripeness. Gardening 
can also be an excellent exer- 
cise. And we need only grow, 
what we like. But will home 
gardening save us money? 


Speaking of private gardens, 


Stewart R. Molt, a wealthy 
young New York bachelor has a 
garden atop his penthouse. He 
admits to putting 40 tons of soil 
on it and grows 235 different 
edible plants. He also raises 
chickens. He toves doing it but 
it is very expensive. And, his 
neighbors are suing him to halt 
his penthouse farming because 
of "great hazards and endan- 
germent." 


But since most of us don't 


have the money that Mott has, 
we must carefully examine our 
project and decide whether it 
will be worth the energy and 
money. The Consumers Educa- 
tion Department of the New 
York State Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service has analyzed the 
question of home gardning. It 
comes up with the following 
answers: 


Horn* gardening involves' 


knowledge, attitudes, skills, 
time, money, available land or 


space, equipment and energy 
(nonhuman and human). 


Only after considering all 


these elements will you be able 
to decide whether your home- 
grown vegetables will cost less 
than those from your local 
market. There are many facets 
to consider: 


art 
skills: 


Knowledge and experience in 
gardening are essential to suc- 
cess. Agriculture publications 
and county extension help are 
available. Those who have- 
never planted, hoed or fertilized 
a garden should realize that 
these activities will take much 
more time than expected. Same 
goes for handling plants and 
spraying 
for 
insects 
and 


disease. 


„ aMI chooslig what 


> M grow: Conditions such as 
rocky soil, shaded areas sloping 
terrain must be considered. Al- 
so, nutrient deficiencies in 
parts of the soil. When choosing 
what vegetables to plant, study 
seed catalogues: Some vegeta- 
bles your family likes may not 
be right tor the. soil you have. 
Growing times abo may affect 


your choice. 


Tta* aid money casts: The 


eagerness to save money may 
cause you to overlook many of 
the inescapable costs of gardn- 
ing. These costs include fer- 
tilizers, seeds, mulch and 
plants. 
Check 
in advance 


exactly how much such things 
will cost 


Eiergy costs: Human energy 


costs must be considered, loo. 
Some say the exercise in a gar- 
den is a plus while others say it 
is exhausting. A dry summer 
means extra watering. A wet 
summer means extra weeding. 
Are you physically up to the 
exercise requirement of your 
projects? 


EVplpmeiit: You will need 


gardening tools such as a hoe, a 
shovel, a spade, a rake, cord for 
rows, a wheelbarrow and a 
garden hose. Price of tools vary 
according to the store and the 
quality you want. 


All the factors must be cal- 


culated objectively by the pros- 
pective home- gardener. Many 
will decide that the satisfactions 
reaped and the delicious vege- 
tables harvested justify all the 
time and costs.

It is not uncommon for people 


who bear noises in their head to 
be frightened. This condition is 
known as "tinnitus." The noises 
seem to get worse and louder 
with fatigue and emotional ten- 
sion. In a quiet room, especially/ 
during the night when anxieties 
seem to increase, the noises 
seem more pronounced. 


Many people with tinnitus 


falsely believe that they're go- 
ing to have a stroke, become 
deaf, or even have a brain 
tumor. None of these fears are. 
justified. They can be eased by' 
the doctor who, after a complete 
examination, many pinpoint the 
cause. 


In the elderly, slight narrow- 


ing of the blood vessels may be 
responsible. There are also a 
great many simple conditions in 
the ears which may produce 
temporary tinnitus. 


Some'drugs are available for 


the relief of tinnitus. Mostly, 
however, reassurance will go a 
tong way towards minimizing 
the discomfort.

OTTAWA, Canada (AP) - 


Canadian 
officials 
and 


businessmen who have visited 
Cuba say they found increasing 
prosperity there and see a po- 
tential for Canada to do $400 
million to COO million worth of 
business with Havana in the 
next three or four years. 


Trade 
Minister 
Alastair 


GiUespte and a 55-man trade 
delegation went to Havana last 
month and have returned to 
assess the prospects for more 
trade with the Cubans. 


The group said Cuba now has 


money to spend and had 
become'an excellent credit risk 
because of higher prices for 
Cuban commodities, especially 
sugar, and because of an 
improved economic situation in 
general. 


The Canadians said there is

Decommissioned Navy vessels 
are finding an inglorious but 
useful home buried beneath the 
Illinois prairie, far from the 
bounding main. 


Their hulls are being brought 


in pieces by rail and truck for 


- use in high energy physics 
experiments at the Fermi Na- 
tional Accelerator Laboratory. 


Armor plates from the hull of 


the Wasp, the Baltimore, the 
Fall River, the Macon and other 
cruisers and aircraft carriers 
from World War II and the 
Korean War are buried deep in 
the 
laboratory's 
particle 


research facilities. 


"The swords of the Navy's 


battle fleet have become the 
plowshares 
of 
nuclear 


research," says the newsletter 
for Fermilab, which contains 
the world's most 
powerful 


nuclear accelerator. 


"The valuable metals once 


built into tools of war now serve 
the future of the world in 
peaceful basic research...." 


Armor plates from the vessels 


usually measure 8 by 10 feet. 
They are W, to 6 inches thick 
and weigh four tons each. At 
Fermilab. they are used to filter 
out unwanted particles extract 
ed from the atom. 


The laboratory accelerates 


protons at nearly the speed of 
light to. be used in physics 


experiments 
designed 
to 


explore the ultimate nature of 
matter. 


Particles even smaller than 


protons, such as mesons and 
neutrinos, are produced when 
protons collide with a target. 


But large numbers of other 


particles are produced that obs- 
cure the effects to be observed 
in tlie experiments. High den- 
sity material is needed to filter 
out these unwanted particles. 


The density is calculated to 


allow- the desired particles to 
penetrate while the unwanted 
ones are filtered out. and that is 
where the old armor plate 
comes into use. 


The laboratory acquires the 


steel, as well as lead used as 
ballast in decommissioned sub- 
marines, free from the Navy 
and pays §53 a ton to have it 
shipped. 


.So far, 3.000 tons of armor 


plates have been received and 
2.WU more is on order. It is es- 
timated that the- laboratory 
might use as much as 100,000 
tons if its energy is increased to 
1.000 billion electron volts. At 
present it can operate as high as 
400 billion electron volts. 


The steel from 18 ships has 


been used so far. A cruiser 
yields about 200 tons of steel 
armor plate and an aircraft 
carrier about 600 tons.

If no 
one receives a majority of first- 
place votes, the last-place 
hopeful drops out.

TAX BASE UP $30 MILLION 


Another Bridgman Bonanza 


BRIDGMAN — Supt. Dr. David B. Lechner told the Bridgman 


school board last night that the district's tax base will increase by 
about $30 million in the coming year and could lead to a reduction 
hi the school tax rate which is already the lowest in the state. 


Lechner said the anticipated tax base in the coming year will be 


in excess of 5175 million. It is about $145 million. 


With the increase, the present property tax levy of 12.639 mills 


could possibly be lowered even more, Lechner told the board. 
: The district's tax base is high because the $800 million Cook 
nuclear plant is located in the district. 


The tax base, or state equalized valuation, is the foundation from 


which schools obtain local tax revenues. Bridgman receives no 
state funds for operations. 


In a related matter, Lechner reported that 99^72 per cent of local 


school taxes have been collected. 


In other areas, the board accepted the low bid of $3,197 for 


fencing to be erected near Reed middle school.

Terrorists hit the same subs- 


tation with five pipe bombs on 
March ,27. On that occasion; 
three banks of transformers 
:were wiped out, and service was 
disrupted to 35,009 homes. 
- A PG4E spokesman said a 
security guard had been posted 
at the substation after that 
bombing but was removed 
Monday night.

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High Court 'Firing' Rule May Apply Here

The Michigan Supreme court ruling that teachers (and other 


public employes) who strike illegally can be fired under the 
Michigan Employment Relations act may have implications for 
mo cases in Berrien county. Exactly what it means, however, is 
nol clear at this stage. 


Both cases appear now to hinge more on the question of whether 


unfair labor practices were involved. 


Lake Michigan college has been in court for more than two years 


"already over the firing of 54 teachers who went on strike in 
.'. February of 1973,when contract negotiations broke down. 


Currently, some 104 employes nf the Berrien county road com- 


mission are out on srike. These workers also are public employes 
under the act. 


Ally. Hubert Claus of Chicago, legal counsel for the LMO board 


in its long strike litigation, said he lias mil read the state high 
court's ruling in the Crestwood school case, but said from what In- 
had heard it "should help our case". 


The LMC case still has two fronts. The state court of appeals has 


under consideration an appeal by the LMC Federation of 
Teachers, charging the LMC board with unfair lalxir practices 
during contract negotiations that preceded the strike. An ad- 
ministrative law judge from the Michigan Employment Relations 
commission (MERC) and the full commission itself both have held 


earlier that the board was nol guilty on unfair practices. 


In the Crestwood case, the Supreme Court said that despite the 


illegality of the Crestwood teachers strike. MERC could order the 
fired teachers reinstated if it was determined the Crcstwood board 
hud used unfair lalwr practices. 


The other active front in the LMC case is in the U.S. Court of 


Appeals in Cincinnati, where the LMC board has appealed a ruling 
uf Federal District Judge Noel Kox of Grand Rapids that sent the 
case from the federal level back to Berrien circuit court for de- 
termination of whether the strike was illegal. The Supreme Court 
decision may have answered that question. The LMC board ap- 
pealed the decision of Judge Fox, claiming he did nol have the 


power to remand a federal court case to a state court. 


In the county road commission strike. Engineer-Manager, 


Thomas Webb would say only that the commission considered the 
strike of its employes was illegal under the public employment 
act, even before the Crestwood decision. 


But Teamsters Local 2H has filed unfair labor practice charges 


with MERC against the road commission. 


At the beginning of the strike. Local President Joe Valenri ack- 


nowledged the no-strike provision of the public employment act.' 
but pointed out that another state law provides that both sides- 
must bargain in good faith.

For one thing, 38 of the 60 


teams in the four leagues 
have played an 80-game 
schedule and are still play- 
ing. Eight of those cham- 
pionship teams do not have 
winning records. 


The 
Memphis Sounds 


carried a 27-57 record into 
the ABA playoffs, meaning 
they lost 68 per cent of lire 
time and still qualified for a 
shot at the "championship." 


The reason for all this? 


Money. 
With 
spiraling 


salaries, the basketball and 
hockey leagues have become 
a collection of teams whose 
bottom line is colored red on 


the year-end report. One 
way to ease the financial 
pain is to play more games 
and 
call 
them 
cham- 


pionships. 


So, the 
four 
leagues 


played 
their 
marathon 


schedules, eliminated 37 per 
cent of the teams and now 
begin playoffs that could 
easily require the winners to 
play another 20-plus games. 
In the National Hockey 
League, the Stanley Cup 
winner could be in 24 playoff 
games, the last one on May 
29.

-. "I agree it's ridiculous," 


said one general manager of 
a professional basketball 
team. "But. with our costs 
out of sight, we've got to find 
new revenues."' 


It 
seems 
those 
hew 


revenues are destined to be 
the fans' 
ticket prices, 


provided the leagues are 
able to fan enough interest 
in the early stages of this 
competition 
when 
mis- 


matches are obvious. 


If the leagues are suc- 


cessful in selling their ex- 
panded 
playoff 
formats, 


the}' might devise some new 
schemes in future years. 


They might declare that 


the top half of, say, a 16- 
team league automatically 
qualifies for the playoffs 
after the 80-game schedule. 
The bottom eight teams 
would meet in four cham- 
pionship scries to determine 
the remainder of a 12-team 
playoff.

"We really don't know that

5;Fpr awhile, fox hunting was mainly just for sport, with pelts not 
worth enough to make HIP tainting and trapping of them a money 
making proposition. 
"•Now that the pelt prices are high, the fox is a valuable fur bearer 
and not considered just a predator for which year-around hunting 
is allowed. It's argued that seasons on hunting and trapping would 
limit the harvesting of fox to winter months when pelts are prime.

Wlorida Builds Wilderness Trail 


OCALA NATIONAL FOREST, 


Fla. (AP) — Surprised by the 
sudden scent of man, the young 
buck leaped the stream where 
he"had been drinking and 
crashed into the safety of a pal- 
metto thicket. , 


The man watched until the

Kern hit upon the idea of 


blazing a trail the length of 
Florida in 19K4 after "being 
forced to drive 1,600 miles to 
hike 
40 miles 
in North 


Carolina," the location of the 
nearest hiking path to Florida. 


Kern created the Florida 


Trail Association two years 
later and hiked 160 miles across 
the Everglades to dramatize his 
efforts. 


"It turned out to be an idea 


whoso time had come," says 
Kern, who has watched in 
amazement as the organization 
has swelled from a charter 
membership of about 100 to 
nearly 6,000 in nine years. 


Tom Montoya of Auburndale, 


an electric utility troubleshooter 
who look over the presidency 
from Kern last year, attributes 
the success of the trail to a 
"basic need and want of people 
to associate themselves with 
nature and the wilderness 
experience." 


Unique among all the hiking 


trails vin America, all but about 
100 miles of the Florida Trail, 
mostly through the Ocala Na- 
tional, Forest, encompasses 
private property. 


Montoya says the necessity of 


crossing private land proved 


one of the toughest stumbling 
blocks to creation of the trail, 
and continues to plague the as- 
sociation's goal of forging . a 
900-mile continuous path from 
Miami to Pensacola. 


Little by little, however, as- 


sociation members convinced 
landowners, primarily timber 
interests in North Florida, to 
allow them to forge a trail 
across their property. But to 


win the landowners over, the 
association was forced to make 
one major concession which still 
bothers Moloya-and Kem. 


"We had to "agree to allow only 


association members access to 
maps covering those portions of 
the trail which cross private 
property," says Montoya. "All 
our members also sign a pledge 
to respect" the rights of private 
property."

point along the line we've got to 
take a stand against fishermen 
taking too much advantage." 


A similar bill last year was 


shelved by legislators after they 
received more than 3,000 letters 
of protest.

Because of natural reproduc- 


tion and perhaps genetic change 
and natural selection, 
the 


spawning spread on northern 
rivers connected to the Great 
bikes is becoming longer and 
longer. 


"We could sec some limited 


spawning of salmon in April—if 
not this year, then sometime in 
the near future." says Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
fisheries biologist Jack Bails. 


Natural reproduction plays 'a 


role in the longer spawning 
season because there is no way 
to determine when these fish 
will leave their ''home" stream 
as smolts. 


On the other hand, hatchery 


fish are released at a certain 
age and time, so it's more 
predictable when they will ma- 
ture and return on spawning 
runs. 


"The size they are when they 


reach the lake or the time of 
year will often pre-determine 
when the salmon will reach the 
end of their growth cycle." says 
Bails. "While hatchery-reared 
smolts may go do\vn in April or 
May, naturally - produced fish 
may not migrate down until 
July. So there's going to be a 
difference in when they reach 
sexual maturity." 


Also believed to be factors in 


the spawning changes are the 
different strains of eoho sal- 
mon. 


"Wo knew when we got the 


coho from the Columbia River 
in Oregon and Washington that 
they recognized at least two 
distinct populations—an early 
run and a late run. which sup- 
posedly do not interbreed," 
adds Bails. 


"We got eggs from both of 


those strains over the years in 
addition to the very early 
Alaskian strain, which runs in 


. August." 


The temperature of stream 


water and its flow are also con- 
sidered possible reasons for an 
expanded spawning season. 


"If these fish had a chance to 


run a stream at 65 degrees 
temperature in mid-summer 
and were sexually mature 
enough to do it, they would 
probably run," continues Bails. 
"And over the period of several 
years we could have fish run- 


ning in mid-summer." 


Falling water temperature is 


also believed to trigger runs. A 
run usually develops after a fall 
rain when there arc fish near 
the river's mouth.

PARIS (AP) — Gen. Marcel 


Bigeard, an up-frorn-thc-ranks 
paratrooper. promised to set a 
new style when given the job of 
putting more enthusiasm in the 
listless French 
army two 


months ago. He has kept his 
word. more than anyone bar- 
gained for. 


The other day. Bigeard. 59. 


asked for "volunteers" from 
ainmg the elegant staff at the 
defense ministry to set an 
example of the new spirit at the 
top. Everyone from generals to 
typists stepp;*! forward — to be 
promptly led by Bigeard on a 
10-mile jog through a snow- 


covered forest. 


Bigeard and his wife finished 


.first, and the general — ever 
concerned with the welfare of 
his men — preferred a warm 
overcoat when the last topsider 
staggered to the open air 
breakfast at the end of the 
course. 


"\Ve must shake up the 


general staffs." said Bigeard. 
"Cold braid should not be a 
sinecure."

the French army, long immune 
and known as "The Great Silent 
One." Soldiers demonstrated 
demanding higher pay, better 
working conditions and other 
benefits taken for granted in 
civilian life. 


Most of (he complaints have 


come from conscripts, who 
number 250.000 out of present 
total strength of 620.000 men in 
the armed forces. The uproar 
has brought pay hikes, and

leave,

reforms are now- under study. 


Bigeard blames the trouble on 


"Trotskyite agitators" who seek 
to sip the army's will. "The left 
wants to bring doubt on the very • 
necessity of the army." Bigeard

A bull-necked powerhouse of a 


soklicr, Bigeard served as a> 
private in World War II, then 
quickly climbed the military 
ladder in France's colonial 
wars. 


He was on the field at the fall 


of Dien Bien Pirn in Indochina in 
1954, imprisoned and released, 
and then spent most of the next 
eight years chasing rebels in 
Algeria. 


He does not shrink from ac- 


cusations that he ordered his 
troops to torture prisoners. 


"It was necessary in the con- 


text of the war," he said. "The 
Algerians threw bombs in cafes 
and dance halls. You could not 


' find out who and when by hand- 


ing out candy and cigarettes. 
It's easy to criticize now, but we 
had a mission and we carried it 
out." 


Bigeard's present job is his 


first desk assignment and his 
first extended contact 
with 


civilians. Uneasy at first, he 
now shows the same single- • 
mindedness as in the trenches. 


"I don't give a damn if this is 


a jungle up here," he said, 
referring to the politicians and 
bureaucrats he has to deal with. 
"I draw a bead on an objective

XK\V YORK (AP) - Ad- 


ministration officials profess to 
swing signs that the worst of 
the recession is coming to an 
end. but so far no element of 
economic society seems to lie 
deriving inspiration from the 
vision. 


Consumer confidence is said 


hy the iiollsters to be on the 
rise again, but you won't find 
any convincing evidence of this 
in 
some 
parts 
of 
the 


marketplace. 


Domestic automobile sales 


slid in March, following the 
ending 
of 
some 
rebate 


programs, and analysts of that 
industry now say that sales at 
bargain prices during Febuary 
came at the expense of mid- 
summer sales. 


In other words, people who 


already were going to buy cars 
moved up the date of purchase. 
That removes them as future 
sales 
prospects, 
and 
car 


dealers are now wondering 
what they'll have to do in order 
to create sales 
enthusiasm 


later this spring. 


Consumers continue to pare 


their debt. Installment loans 
are being paid off and new 
commitments avoided. Whether, 
the tax rebate changes this 
trend remains to be seen. 


Business also is slow to 


spend. Capital spending plans 
are lower than they were a 
year ago, which suggests some 
corporation are going to sit 
back and wail fur a resumption 
of demand before committing 
dollars. 


The stock market surge 


seemed to spread confidence, 
. for a while at least, but many 
analysts 
now have 
turned 


dccidely cautious, fearful of 
what they euphemistically call 
a correction. 


Sizeable profits were made 


on |>aper. and now there is a 
distinct feeling among some 
institutions that they had tetter 
nail'down those profits now — 
before their competitors take 
theirs. That type of thinking 
doesn't support a stock market 
advance. 


Perhaps the biggest cloud in 


sky is that big federal dcficit. 


Whilc all sorts of arguments 


have been advanced as to go 
why the deficit won't be a 
disruptive force, not many 
people appear convinced. The 
fears are these: 


—A credit crunch, resulting 


from the big demands made in 
the credit markets to finance 
the deficit. 


—Higher interest rates, for 


the same reason. 


—A resumption of inflation 


sometime in 1976 because of 
heavy federal spending. 


None of these is a certainty. 


All are probable. Not knowing 
just what to expect, "both con- 
sumers and business seem 
therefore to have more than the 
usual amount of doubt. 


"Now even more than last' 


year." say economists at the 
University of Michigan, "The 
most important factor for con- 
sumer confidence is the degree 
lo which consumers 
become 


convinced that the govern- 
ment's policy will be successful 
in bringing the economy out of 
recession." 


All eyes are on Washington. 


The latest Michigan consumer 
survey shows that "Confidence 
in in government, declining for 
a decade, has recently declined 
at an accelerating rate."

SOCIAL SECURITY'S OBSOLETE 


DISCRIMINATIONS 


In a recent unanimous decision, the Supreme Court 


declared a section of the Social Security law uncons- 
titutional on the grounds that it discriminated against 
women workers — a ruling which primarily will 
benefit men — and among men, mainly widowed 
fathers of young children. 


The 
Court's 
decision 


represented a long overdue 
correction of an archaic as- 
sumption that "male workers' 
earnings are vital to the support 
of their families, while the 
earnings 
of 
female 
wage 


earners do .not significantly 
contribute to their families' 
support." The "logical" exten- 
sion of'that now absurd as- 
sumption was that the surviving 
spouses of women workers who 
had paid their Social Security 
laxes were not entitled to the 
same protection as the surviv- 
ing spouses of men workers who 
had paid their taxes. . 


With the rejection of that in- 


sulting premise — allowing 
widowers with young children to 
get the. protection that widows 
with minor children have been 
getting — other Social Security 
provisions based on the same 
obsolte assumptions may at last 
also be on the way to oblivion. 


(1) Thousands of elderly men 


could qualify for aged husbands 
and widowers benefits, for ins- 
tance, if the present law did not 
require that a man submit proof 
that he was receiving at least 
one-half his support from his 
working wife at the time of her 
retirement or death. There is no 
such requirement for a wife or 
widow to get benefits based on 
the earnings of a male. 


(2) In the case of divorce 


today, an elderly woman can 
collect benefits as a divorced 
wife when her former husband 
retires, or as a divorced widow, 
if he dies — providing the 
marriage had lasted 20 years or 
more. There are no-benefits for 
a divorced husband or widower, 
no 
matter 
how long 
the 


marriage lasted and even if the 
divorced partner was in fact 
furnishing her former hus- 
band's support. Don't think it 
doesn't happen! 


(3) The way the Social 


Security works now. it is possi- 
ble for a working couple — in 
the lower income brackets es- 
pecially — to end up with less in 
total retirement, benefits than 
another couple with the same 
total earnings where only the 
husband worked. This situation 
does not occur when the com- 
bined earnings of the couple are 
substantially 
above 
the 


maximum amount of earnings 
that any one worker can have 
counted toward Social Security 
benefits. The maximum is 
already up to S14.100 this year 
and it will be climbing rapidly 
and steadily. The discrimina- 
tion against working couples al- 
ways has infuriated me and the 
fact that it hits hardest at 
lower-income couples surely 
will spur you to join me in 
fighting for this change in the 
law. 


There is a simple, practical 


way to correct this problem — 
and that is by basing Social 
Security benefits for a working 
couple on Iheir combined earn- 
ings. The change was proposed 
by former Rep. Martha Grif- 
fiths, Democrat of Michigan, 
was adopted by the House Ways 
and Means Committee in 1972 — 
but it was eliminated before the 
Social Security amendments of 
that year were enacted. Rep. 
Bella Abxug, Democrat of New 
York,- has since introduced a 
similar bill, but 


Congress has not yet acted 


.UROJI it. You could push this, 
through — you, the millions of 
working couples — now that you , 
are aware of the inequity. But 
you have to care enough to fight. 


Some of the inexcusable 


inequities in women's Social 
Security benefits arise not 
because the law discriminates 
against women — but because 
in our land women have tradi-" 
tionally been paid and still are 
being paid low;er wages than 
men. Since benefits are based 
on average earnings, this means 
that women get lower Social 
Security benefits. 


. 
Another reason that women's 


average earnings under Social 
Security are lower than men's is 
that women are in and out of the 
work force more frequently. 
Typically, a woman works 
before marriage and after, until 
the first baby arrives. Then she 
takes time out to rear her 
family until the children go to 
school or are grown. Then she " 
'returns to work. The years when 
women are not working outside 
the .home count against them in 
tlie calculation of their average 
earnings 
and 
thus 
their 


benefits. 


There arc easy and practical 


remedies lo this situation loo 
and a solution is bound to 
become reality — in the wake of 
the 
latest 
Supreme 
Court 


decision. N'ow it's up to you.

Film Industry Depends On Ex-FBI 
Agents To Crack Piracy Racket

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The film industry is finally doing 


something to combat the piracy racket that earns an estimated 
; $100 million a year from stolen films. 


Jack Valenti. president of the Motion Picture Association, has 


- announced the founding of the Film Security Office, which will 
Itry to track down and recover movies that have fallen into the 
•wrong hands. 
- He appointed William John Nolan, a 32-year veteran of the FBI 
~tu head the office, with Ewing G. Layhew. a 24-year FBI man. 
•as assistant. 
. How widespread is film piracy? . 
; As with any illegal activity, nobody really knows. But a recent 
•raid in New York City disclosed the extent of a single operation. 
' Police recovered prints of "Gone with the Wind." "Bambi." 
;"Deep Throat" and even such recent releases as "Lenny" and 
"Trie Towering Inferno." 


" The illegal owner of the films was reportedly doing a 8500,000 
-annual business selling the stolen films in cassette form to be 
-used in hotel rooms of Florida and the Caribbean. 


The Film Security Office has just set up shop in a Hollyw md 


building a few blocks from the Hollywood Bowl. 


Nolan and Layhew received a \isitor amid the confusion of a 


new office, and they appeared to be what you would expect of 
!FBI alumni'— serious, determined, convinced that justice would 
•be done.. 


"We plan to work closely with the law enforcement agencies in 


making it tough for pirates to operate," said Nolan. "We want 
to prosecute, which is the only way to cut down on this illegal 
trade. 


"There are two areas in which legal proceedings can be 


brought. One is infringement of copyright, which is only a 


misdemeanor. Most of these films eventually move across state 
boundaries and interstate traffic in stolen property is a felony. 


So is shipment of stolen property to foreign countries, and we. 


plan to seek cooperation with law enforcement agencies aboard. 
• "One of onr big problem areas right now is South Africa, 
which currently has no duty on films. Also, the penalties for 
receipt of stolen films are less than they are here. We hope to 
convince the authorities iu South Africa^to help us crack down on 
the trade." 
• 


Nolan cites an example of how the international trade operates. 


An Australian theater owner notifies a Los Angeles supplier of 
two films he would like to have. The supplier "acquires" ti em 
and ships them off for a fee that ranges from S350 to 8450 for a 
normal film, as much as $600 for a "Gone with .the Wind." 


Most of the traffic is in 16mm prints. Since a 16mm copy can be 


processed for about 8220, the supplier makes a nice profit. 


How do the movies disappear? 
"It can happen at every phase of the film business," Nolan 


explained. 


"The movie could be lifted in the lab, the shipping room, in a 


television studio. Say a lab gets an oHler to make 50 prints, and 
somehow 51 prints are run off. It may not be the lab owner's 
fault; he doesn't know anything is wrong until he discovers a loss 
of raw film stock. 


"An executive might borrow a print overnight from a projec- 


tion room. In 24 hours he can have the movie copied and return 
the original." 


Nolan admitted that the film Security Office faces a herculean 


task, but he is encouraged by the concern of law agencies; at 
present a federal grand jury here is considering the problem. 


"The only way to keep film piracy under control is to improve 


the industry's security," he reasoned. "Eventually \ve will ha've 
to keep track of what happens to every film. But when some 
movies have 500 prints, you can see what a big job that will Ire."
